It was reported that the rocking boat, currently on order from 
Wicksteeds, is having to be syecially manufactured hence the 

delay in its installation. Following several requests, the 
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Parish Council decided to purchase a see-saw and it is hoped 
that. this may be in use shortly. 


Tree Planting 


The Trees and Woodlands officer of the District Council, Mr. 
Megginson explained in detail to the meeting a tree planting 
scheme for Bar Hill, which he had drawn up at the Parish 
Council's request. He suggested the planting of trees in 
four main areas of the village, namely alongside the perimeter 
road towards Lolworth, the area at the top of the village east 
of the allotments site, the southern and eastern fringes of 
the Village Green alongside the Village Hall, and the grassed 
area at the front of Hollytrees. Grant aid will be available 
from the County Council end the Countryside Commission. The 
Perish Council decided to proceed with the scheme and planting 
will take place on the Village Green and Lolworth boundary 
sites this winter, with the remaining two areas being under- 
taken the following winter. We are nost grateful to Mr. 
Megginson for the planning work he has done and also for his 
kind co-operation in coming to address the meeting.

The Boundary Commission have now accepted the recommendations 
of the District. Council concerning the review of the parish 
boundary with Dry Drnyton. The legal arrangements for the 
re-siting of the parish boundary will now be made.

Cornford, I feel that a reply to the three points put forward 
is essential. Not only do they represent the Peace Moverenis 
disregard for and one-sided view of histcrical and military 
facts, but they appear to oe . gullible acceptance of Soviet 
propogands. 


1) While it is true that the Soviet Union has suffered huge 
casualties as a result of invasions from the West, it is worth 
remembering that it +; the only ninetcenth century empire 
which.has no*%- consreacted or: disappeared aitoge ther Since 1945 
Where eee now.. the pre-war , ;republics--of, Lavvin, Githuania ane .

2) It is not true thet countries such as Poland, Hungary 

and Czechoslovakia sre buffer states. The corr sae definitions 
of buffer states in Euronve are gfeniinely neutral iy such 

as Switzerland, Austria ound Sweden. In effect, however, the 
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Soviet Eastern European satellite states have expanded the. 
Soviet Union's defensive wall by a thousand miles to the west, 
thus increasing by this cistance the lines of communication of 
any western invasion of Russia herself. By the same means, 
the lines of communication, should the Soviet Union invade 
Western Europe have been correspondingly reduced. It has been 
estimated that, given favourable conditions (and which invader 
would not wait until conditions were favourable?), Soviet 
tanks could be at the Rhine within three or four days, in Paris 
within a week, and at-the Channel  ,orts within ten days. 

Given the y;reponcerance of Soviet armaments in Central Europe 
compared with those of the West (2.5 - 1 ratio in tanks, 2.8 - 
1 in artillery, and 2.3 - 1 in fixed wing tactical aircraft), 
can it be said, as Professor Cornford believes that the 
intentions of the Soviet Union are mainly defensive? Insofar 
as controlling more territory is concerned, it is inconceiv- 
able that Russia should wish to control more territory 
directly. However, sycophants sharing their ideology, many of 
whom one finds in C.N.D. and the Peace Movement, would quite 
willingly try and do the job for then. 


3) Professor Cornford correctly asserts that Marx foresaw 
revolution when conditions were ripe for it. Marx also stated 
that this would follow the collarse of capitalism which he 
believed was imminent. This theory has been amended by the 
Soviet propogandists which now admit that the collapse of 
capitalism might now take some time. In the meantime, it is 
plainly evident that the policy of the Soviet Union is to 
undermine capitalism and the democratic institutions of the 
West by every means at her disposal. When this has been . 
achieved, and Western Europe severed militarily, financially 
and institutionally from the United States, the situation 
would then be right for an invasion -- to restore order and 
impose client regimes such es one finds in Eastern Europe. If 
this scenario is correct, and there is little in available 
evidence which belies it, then the NATO countermeasures which 
involves the spending of between 2.3 (Italy) and 5.5%(USA) of 
its G.D.P. on defence compared with between 9 and 15% by the 
Soviet Union and its European client states, can scarcely be 
said to be unjustified.
